Hereas upon the Petition intended and a» 
—— „March laſt, to have 


en preſented to the all, for the ob- 


Houſe of Commons, being un: 
p eſt with a coppy thereof, and as by the ſequel we e, 
with ſome ſtrange miſrepreſentations of the carriage and inten- 
tions of the ſame; was induced to ſend downe an Ordinance to 

fe the Petition: And within two or three dayes after, 
upon fucther miſinformation and ſcandalous ſuggeſtions of the 
like, or worſe nature, and by the indirect practiſe of ſome mali> 
cious and miſchievous perions, as we ſuppoſe, ſurprizing, or o- 
therwiſe abuſing the Parliament; a Declaration was publiſhed in 
the name of both Houſes, highly cenſuring che ſaid Perition;and 
declaring the ſaid Petitioners it they ſhoald m——_ — 
ns leſſe then enemies to the State, and diſturbers of the publique 

ace. 

And whereas at the ſame time, and ſince, diverſe eminent Of- 
ficers of the Army have been 2 into queſtion and trouble 
about the ſaid Petition: whereby both they and the reſt are diſ- 
ableg or diſcouraged for the time from farther acting or Area.

contents in the Army, and their proceedings in relation there- 
Unto, with an oyerture af the heit expedicats co remove- or ſa- 
tisfy the ſame, boch which were preſented to the Members of the 
Houſe, and from them reported to the houſe. And whereas th: 
Parliament having thereupon voted and ordered ſome particu- 
Jars towards fatisfaction of ſome of our grievances, have ſince 

roceeded to certain re{olutions of ſuddaine disbanding the Ar- 
Tay by pieces, . Which reſolution being taken and to be executed 
before fill or equall ſatisfaction given to the whole Army iwe- 
ny of tlie grievances; before effectaall performance of that ſatiſ- 
taction in part, Which the precedent Votes ſeems to promiſe 
ag to ſome of the grievances; before any con deration at all of 
ſome others moſt matcriall, as by the reſults, of a pgenerall 
Councell of V Varre, on Saturday laſt it was in generall decla- 
red, and no more fully demonttrated in particulars by a repre- 
Lentu jon thereof, agreed upon by us all: we. cannot but looke 
upon the ſaid r ſolution of diſ-banding us in ſuch a manner, as 
4 5 from the ſame malicious, and milchevigus peindples 
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and intentions indirect pr actices ot che fame perſons, abuſing 
Parliament and us, as. the former proceedings again® us be-

rounded upon the preceding cunuderations, relating to the 
aid reſolutnons of diſ-banding; tho geuerall Councell ot VYar 
to prevent the danger and incopvenience of thaſei difiurbances 
of tumultuous acting, with the diſ- ſatisfaction, an iealouſies 
chereupom alſo grounded: wette life ſuddden iy to hae produced 
in the Army; did adviſe the Generall frit to contract the quar- 
ters of the Army; and then to dea the ſame to an orderly rene 
dezvous, for ſatistaction of all, and that his Extellency wanld 
immediatly ſi nd up to move the Parliament: to ſuſpend any pre- 
ſent proceeding on the ſaid reſolation of di anding to reats 
ſume the conſideration of the grievances & delires ſent up from 
the Army, and yet not to disband it in preces, before: iuſt and 
equall ſatisfaction be given. to the whole, and whereas ſome of 
the Regiments appointed for diſ-bandiqꝑ, upon nat ice hereat 
withdrawing themſelves from the quarters atlioyning to the ap- 
pointed rendezvous, & drawing towards the headquarters and 
the reſt contracting their quarters by order according to the ad- 
vice of the ſaid Councell ot V Varce.. -: a. 
Ve the Officers & Souldiers ot ſcverall Regunents are now 
met. at a generall rendezvons, & the aghnents appyinted, as a+ 
f oreſaid to be diſ· banded, have not 2ppearedznor dm appear, but 
rather reſolved not to apptare at thetr ſeverall rendezyous ap- 
pointed for their diſbanding; & divers other things: have been 
done by ſcverull othet parts, or members of the Armyõnceccſlari- 
ly relating to the gonad cancernment of the hole, in theſe at- 
ires: now foraſniuch as we kd not how farahe malie, ins 
iuſtice, & t irany, will-prindples,of out enemies ich have al-

dices, or other inconveniences that may enſue, and with all for 
the better ſatisfaction to the Parliament and kingdonie, con- 
eerning out defices of conformingt o the authority ofthe one, 
and — og the good and quiet of the other, in the pre- 
ſent affaire ot diſ-banding, and for a more aſſured way whereby 
that affaire may come to certaine iflue ; wee humbly implore 
that 4 preſence and affiitance of God the righteous 
tadpe of all. 1 5 | 
VViee the Officers and Souldicrs of this Army doe 
declare, agree, and promiſe to and with each other, and to and 
with the Parliament and Kingdome as followeth. 

1. That we ſhall cheerfully and . — disband, when there 
unto fequired by the Parliament, or elſe ſhall many of us be 
willing ifdefired, to further ſervice, either in England or Fre» 
land, having firſt ſuch ſatisfaction in relation to the grievances 
and delires heretofore preſented, and ſuch ſecurity that wee our 
ſelves when diſ-banded,and in the condition of private men, or 
other the free-borne people of England to whom the conſe» 
quence of the caſe doth equally extend, ſhall not remaine ſub- 
zect to the like oppreſſion, iniary, or abuſe, as in the premiſes 
hatirbeene attempted and put upon ns while an Army; by the 
ſame mens continuance in the ſame credit andpower, eſpecially 
if as our Judges, who have in thoſe paſt proceedings againſt the 
Army ſofarre prevailed to abuſe the Parliament and us, and to 
indanger the Kingdome : Andalto ſuch ſecurity, that wee our 
(elves, or any members ofthis Army, or others who have appea- 
xd to act any thing in behalfe of the Army, in relation to the
